Supposed to be a Woman. 


The headless corpse of a young per- 


son, sex as yet unknown, was on 
Monday 
taken from a burlap sack 


whloh had been seen stuck to a rock 
in the Delaware river near ReigeJs- 
ville Hlnce last May. That the body 
is that of a victim of some mysteri- 
ous crime there can be no doubt, 
since the sack had been weighted 
down u'ith railroad iron anU spikes. 
The fact that the grew some package 
had never been disturbed in all the 
mouths it had lain in the swirling 
currents of the river was due to the 
lack of curiosity of the hundreds who 
saw it from time to time and the 
stench that arose from it. 


John W. Lanclam, son of a farmer 


living near there, was crossing the 
river, with an ax in his hands Mon- 
day, when he gave the package a 
thrust with the blade. A rope that 
bound the sack was cut and the bag 
opened. Landau was shocked by the 
discovery ot what appeared to be hu- 
man bones in the bug and he worked 
it ashore. 
Investigation showed the 


bag to contain the bones of a human 
being minus the skull. 
With them 


were a leather coal, such as is some- 
times worn by foreigners and laborers;

of a person of about ^0 years, but he 
was unable from his supeificial exam- 
ination to tell of what sex.

Transportation Company, which for 
lo years has operated the Barnegat 
Railroad on Long Beach from the 
junction at the railroad bridge across 
the bay to Barnegat City announces 
that it will abandon the road because 
the State Railroad Commission has 
insisted thai new lies be laid along 
Ihe road, and the owners of the rail- 
road, which is a subsidiary concern of 
lhc Pennysylvania Railroad, 
have 


refused lo make the repairs. The 
lessees have run the railroad at a loss, 
so they say, and have no money to 
keep the road in repair.

two kinds in our neighborhood. The 
river sucker (Catostomus commerson- 
nii) which is the larger form and 
covered with small scales. It readies 


length of eighteen inches and Is a 


fair food fish In cold weather, though 
rather soft ut other times. They as- 
cend Mill Creek In great numbers in 
the spring, usually during March, for 
the purpose of spawning. 
At this

es. The most valued is the white cut 
(AmeLurus catus), easily distinguish- 
ed by its forked tall.

cat or bullhead (Ameiurus j 


oebuloaus) has a square tail, reaches j

It is very abundant in Mill i 


Creek and in the mill pond.

carnivorous it will eat most any foul ,

with his brood and snine years ago I 
discovered one accompanied by u great 
swarm of tiny young fish in a pool 
where the P. it.

The pike (Esox aincrictnius) is com- 


mon 
in Mill Creek and reaches a 


length of a foot. They are frequently 
taken by small urchins in winter, 
when they are more conspicuous and 
active than most other lishes. They 
are good pan fish. The nind minnow 
(Umbra llmi pygmaea) is common on 
the marsh about Mill Creek estuary 
ind in stiearns near Hooky Woods. 
They lie buried completely 
In the 


muddy bottoms of little pools, places 
where nobody would ever suspeol a 
lish existed, and can only be discover- 
ed by turning the whole of the mud 
out on the banks. 
They reach a 


length of MX inches. Closely related

are 
the killies, of which we have 
! 


two species. 
The mummichog (Fun- ; 


dulus heteroclltus macrolepidotus) is j 
extremely abundant in all of our tidal j 
waters, especially all along our river 
shores, scurrying along the mud flats 
In countless thousands with the re- 
treating tides and coming in aguin 
with them. 
They are useful little 


scuvangers and together wilh the bar- 
red killy (Fund u I us diaphanus) are 
also credited with being fond of young 
mosquitoes, though this is also the 
case with a number of our other small 
fishes. 
The mummichog reaches a 


length of six inches, though most ail 
of those in our waters are seldom over 
three. At this size the males have a 
brilliant black white margined spot 
on the dorsal fin, which has earned 
Uiem tlie name of peacock minnow. 
Fully adult examples are darker with 
rine pearly dots on the side and yellow 
edges to most of the fins. They spawn 
;n May. The barred killy occurs both 
n tide-water and above. I have found 
.t in the upper waters of Mill Creek. 
It is 
distinguished chiefly 
by Us 


smaller scales and the narrow pale 
jlue 
vertical streaks on the sides, 


though this is only true of the spring 
or early summer males. These two 
species are distinguished with difll- 
mlty,as they areoften associated in the 
:idal waters in great numbers, und the 
females being plain-colored, besides 
the males losing their gaudy colors 
other than in the spawning season, 
heighten the confusion. 
In our vicin- 


ity the barfed killy is usually the 
larger, reaching about four inches, its 
maximum size. 


The green gar(Tylosurus mar inns) i.s 


common in the river in 
summer. 


Though usually small it sometimes 
reaches a couple of feet in lengh. 
They are called 
sword fish, and 


though considered by the ignorant to 
be poisonous, on account of the green- 
ish color of the bone and flesh possi- 
bly, are in fact excel lent eating, They 
usually swim on the surface of the 
water'in small schools of six to a 
dozen or more. 


The stickleback (Apeltes quadracus) 


is abundant in the tidal estuaries of 
Mill Creek and the little streams ad- 
jacent. They are found by the thous- 
ands in the eel grass and most weedy 
streams, 
It 
reaches a length of two 


laches. The iish is olive in color and 
the male has the ventral fins greatly 
in contrast in being bright scarlet. It 
builds a rudimentary nest of little 
pieces of vegetable matter, which is 
guarded by the male, he even killing 
the female should she approach after 
the spawning. 


The pirate perch (Aphredoderus sa- 


yanus) I have found in Mill Creek 
and in Ihe river. 
It wns formerly 


fairly common at the head of the mill 
pond. It reaches a length of six 
inches and is quite nocturnal in its 
babtta, mostly occuring in weeds and 
thick vegetation in still or partly stag- 
nant waters, such places as the mud 
minnow often prefers. It is a plainly- 
colored little fish, remarkable for the 
few spines in the fins. 


Though I have never yet taken the 


mud sunfish (Acantharchus pomotis) in 
the mill pond it has been reported 
to me as occuring there. It is a huge 
olive-colored sun fish, Reclusive in its 
habits, and always found in clear fresh 
water above the tidal. It differs from 
ali our other sun fishes in the posses- 
sion of five anal spines. It reaches 
nearly eight inches in length. The Jit- 
tie blue spotted sun fish 
(Enneacan- 


thus gloriosus) is abundant in Mill 
Creek, at the upper end of the mill 
pond among weeds or grasses associat- 
ing with most of our other smaller 
fishes. It reaches about four inches 
In length, Perhaps the most inter- 
esting and strikingly beautiful of our 
fishes is the little black banded sunfish 
(Mesogonistiuschaetodon). This little 
fish is of more than usual interest to 
us, not only on account of its beauty 
but also from the fact that Bristol is 
the first locality in Pennsylvania 
where the species was found many 
years ago. 
It is a most fascinating 


little fish in the aquarium, not only 
on account of Its brilliant colors, but 
also from its stately and quiet actions. 
1 have found It iu Mill Creek, first in 
the pool when the P. B, K. crosses 
and at other times near Magnolia and 
the head of the mill pond. It reaches 
a length of four inches. The long 
eared sun fish (Lepomis auritus) is 


alongshore. The silver green minnow 
^Nolropls phologenls amoemis), orl- 
common in the rher and occurs also 
in Mill Creek.

THE BEE'S STING.
